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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-15 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

2. In the response to the last office action, the applicant changed the scope of the claims by 
adding agent discovery to all independent claims, and by adding new dependent claims regarding 
alert notifications. The examiner has determined that the change in scope is materially sufficient 
to necessitate search and consideration of the added limitations and/or clarifications. As a result, 
a final amendment is necessitated even if the examiner provides a new art rejection. The 
examiner acknowledges that no new matter has been added by this amendment. 

3. The objection to abstract has been withdrawn and the amended abstract is accepted. 

4. The 101 rejection has been withdrawn in light of the remarks. 

5. The art rejections have been changed in light of the amendments only. The original art 
rejections have been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the Hnglish language. 

7. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Keller 
(7,240,325). 
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8. Keller teaches a method and system (abstract) of managing and configuring remote 
agents (col. 1, line 1 - col. 7, line 50) related to provided web services (col. 7, lines 50 - 62; col. 
18, lines 30-40) through a central management console (col. 8, lines 20-30). In particular, 
remote agents (col. 13, line 25 - col. 15, line 20) may be discovered (col. 21, line 15 - col. 22, 
line 40; topology generation/discovery) and configured (col. 22, lines 40-50) through proxy 
servers (col. 10, lines 1-65) and the remote agent provides alerts based on changes (col. 10, line 
65 - col. 12, line 30). Included is the discovery of metadata (col. 19, line 25 - col. 20, line 25). 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. They regard further teachings on SNMP messages through firewalls, and through 
other methods of agent and device discovery. The examiner maintains the right to use the prior 
art in future rejections.
